'London. March 19.— A despatcli from 
iGibraltar to n news agency hero snys 
that while *j<mperor William was visit- 
ing the doc.s and other works here to- 
day his train was derailed. The dntn- 
ngb was trilling. The Emperor nfter- 
wnrdfe lunched with I!e:ir Admiral Ac- 
land. 



Tokio, March ">.— Illere at the Shinto 
shrine at Yasalcuni-jinsha, which lies 
just beyond the moat of the Imperial 
palace with its stone walls and pagoda- 
roofed towers, crowds of Japanese are 
gathering daily, for the Shinto fihrhio 
at Yasukuni-jinshu lias now great in- 
terest to these brown men of Tokio. 
Here hanging amidst the groat paper 
lanterns, which those who believe they 
have cause to thank the gods have given, 
even as tiie old man Inus just laid a 
clucking chicken in the '/ci of the bronze 
figure of Ji/.o, is a Russian flag* the 
blue cross on the white ground which 
flew from the jackstaff of the Variag 
when that vessel went out to engage the 
Japanese licet in company with the Kori- 
etz at Chemulpo on the opening day 
of the world's war in February. 
• Admiral UrJ.u, who wus in charge of 
the squadron which worked such havoc 
to the Variag. brought the flag and pre- 
sented it to tiie Emperor at the Impe- 
rial palace, and the Emperor has sent 
the (big to the shrine of Yasaknui-jlnsha 
that his people may view it. And daily 
the Japanese throng about this 
Russian Hag staring for hours at the 
trophy of the war. 

1 I have spoken with a recent arrival 
from Chemulpo regarding the action in 
which the Korietss and Varing were nut 
out of action and sunk and the transport 
SllUgarifl was sunk and he t'dis me that 
efforts are now going on to raise the 
sunken Varing and it is believed that 
she will ere long be living the Japanese 
Hag in the place of the one which is 
being exhibited ut tiie Shinto shrine iii 
Tokio. , 

The Varing was badly ilamtiged, tin' 
warships of Japan— the Nnniwn which 
commenced action in the China-Japan 
war being the flagship— having concen- 
trated their lire on her an I they raked 
her fore and aft, shooting away Iter 
upper and lower bridges, riddling her 
four funnels and driving a hole in her 
side through which the water policed, 
The scenes of her decks were horrible, 
for wounded and dead were lying 
all about the deck, the killed numbering 
fiftv and the wounded sixty-four. Hut 
you have doubtless heard all about this 
action by cable, 

At present the Japanese nrp confining 
their attention to port Arthur, arid 



though there will doubtless be two other 
columns', if not more, one to invefit 
A'ladivostock and the other to proceed to 
the Yalu aud the armed Russian camps 
at Fengwhangcheng. it is generally ex- 
pected that one of the heavier actions 
of the struggle will take place at Port 
Arthur. The Japanese do not regard 
Port Arthur as invulnerable by any 
means. They firmly believe that they 
will be able to take the place. 

1 luring the Japanese occupancy of 
•Port Arthur, brief though it; was, full 
details were learned regarding the 
'place and the Mirrounding country is 
considered to be most favorable for land 
action from the rear. It is not thought 
that Russia, handicapped as she is by 
itlie fact that her navy has been weak- 
ened no less than thirty-eight per cent by 
the previous action nt Port Arthur by 
the initial dash of the torpedo b_6uts, can 
prevent the landim.' of Japanese forces, 
ami transports will in all probability 
throw a large force asMore not many 
miles from Port Arthur. As for the 
fortifications there, the recent arrivals 
from the Russian port — fugitives are ar- 
riving here periodically— say that the 
Russians admit that the works are 
far from complete. 

Tho Russians up to the present ecem 
to be menacing Korea from the uol'th- 
oast and norihwest, from VladlvOS- 
tbek aud from Lany.uig, but the forces 
operating in Korea are not large. Japan 
up to date is not replying to the chal- 
lenge of these foraying parties'. Cor 
they are little better, but is concentrat- 
ing the first division at Ping Vang, and 
uhen the brigades are all in tie-.' field 
the advance will be commenced, but not 
until then. 

•Tiie belief that obtains in some 
quarters— even here in Japan— that the 
Japanese forces will suffer a la Napoleon 
ami Moscow in the long run— is fur from 
being the case. It is the other way 
about. It is Russia who is to transport 
the troops a long distance from their 
base, and the difficulties v^'icli attend 
this are already apparent, rlere in the 
Jiji Shimpo before me is a cartoon by n. 
native artist. It represents General 
Kmtropntkin pitting at a table with a 
dish before him idled u.i with Russian 
soldiers frozen stiff, and over it is the 
legend in the vernacular, which reads 



"General Kouropatkin— What do you ex 
pect me to eat this Lake Baikal ice 
cream before the land .lighting, after we 
have had so much hard and round cake 
at Port Arthur." All of which s 
founded on the fact that a Russian troop 
train went through the ice nt Lake Bai- 
kal— at least the reports which reached 
Japan said this had occurred. 

Further, here in the Kokumin, I read 
of how three Japanese, said to he otll- 
cera of engineers, have Leen hanged 
from the Sunpiri bridge by Uussians*on 
their being captured after an abortive 
attempt to blow up the bridge. And I 
have not read of similar attempts -hat 
have been successful. Nor have you. for 
though there are censors here in Japan 
there are equally strenuous censors ili 
the territory of Russia. It is a well 
known fact that hundreds of Japanese 
are scattered throughout Manchuria en- 
gaged in such works, and many bodies 
•of mounted highwaymen arc believed to 
[lie lead by Jal esc disguised as Chi- 
nese, and. these will work much havoc 
on the Russian railway line. 

And it is not thought tiiat the Chi- 
nese, weak-minded iim they are in tin 
face of the threats of Russia, will sit by 
while Japan is lighting the battle ot 
their country with her own. General 
Ma — you remember how he offered to 
lead his forces against Russia and light 
with the Japanese some time ago— is at 
iChouvang on the iMnnchurian side of 
the Great Wall of China, and all heed- 
loss of the fact that in the supposed 
arrangement for withdrawal from Man- 
churia Iiussia conceded that the terri- 
tory was Chinese, the Russians through 
01, Less ii r, the minister at Pekin, have 
demanded the withdrawal of this force. 
.Failing the removal of this force Itus- 
tsia threatens to move an army on Pe- 
kin.. but according to the present out- 
look there will be work in another .di- 
rection for all the armies that can bo 
sent. Ami the question which is now 
nuzzling the thinkers of the Far East 
is— what will China do. Personally. 1 
think that before the war has pro- 
gressed far. if Japan docs not suffer re- 
verses, China wiil cast in her hit with 
the soldiers of Japan, anil no one can 
foresee, what complications may here- 
after arise us a result.

A Japanese exchange, received by 
die 0. i'. It. liner Tartar, contains the 
following account or rive first attack 
on (Port Ai-tfliur by an .e.ye-witno:« 0:1 
board a vessel at tihe mouth of port 
Arthur ihorbor: 

On itiho Suli instant, at 11:30 p.nu, we 
were lying 5a Qruaxtamftqio outside jot 
tiho entrance, line Russian fleet was 
lying in throe lines outside us, and on 
the eastern side of the euttiance there 
■were also a few ships, gunboats', train'- 
lug tOiips and torpeato titrate cruising in 
tthy siune line iwito ourselves, making a 
fourth line. Suddenly we felt * heavy 
.submarine explosion, with two miore in 
quick sueccs&on. .'Che Russian lleet 
t'ueni began liriug from the outer l.ne 
with li S M't guns, 'their drums bon/ting to 
Quartern, wuile the seartihtigbts of every 
snap were turned on. Steam launches 
ami torpedo bouts began mushing about, 
hut in a few minutes the firing died 
down and we Ulmught it was only some 
night manoeuvre. We were about to 
turn in ngiain when .the firing broke out 
afresh. Between half-past twelve and 
one D'cloeix toe two .Russian battleships 
passed an and took tup a position right 
across the narrow entrance, WhUe one 
of the larger cruisers took up n posi- 
tion close ito tlhe entrance nmder tiho 
• illghtilioji'se. Lt seemed to us a strange 
manoeuvre for such large ships at night 
•time, t-u we stayed on deck to watch 

further dovi'h ■'pments. As it was cold, 

however, and things became a trifle 
slow, we turned in about 2 a.m. At 
2:3o mm. we were called oat. aglKU 
us two very excited naval olliccrs 
boarded it's, and, in a mixture of French 
ami liuglish asked our names, etc. We 
got mo news from them a:s 4ihey left 
in about a minute. At 5:30 a.m. nn- 
ot'her naval Olllcer boarded us, and we 
lleaiT.ed tJiat uho viceroy hudj ordered 
itlnat no ehip was to leave or enter the 
harbor until, tether mot-ice. After that 
I irnmaineil on deck with one passenger,

■ overhead, lcokdiiig out to set, while the 
deck* of Bjo stranded cru'sw were 
crowded with men, oil looking in the 
same direction. About 7:4*5 a.m. the 
three cruisers turned and slowly steam- 
ed neroeb the front of the Russian fleet, 
to iilhe eastward, nnd probably about 
six mto oft*.

Time auxl again 
rop.rcsciitation-3 by the Government or 
Legislature of Newfoundland wire 
invade to the 'British Goveruiment on the 
oulbjectj witth urgent (requests tliat some 
frraujgemout sliouldi l>o mad©, with 
France ■whereby she wou-1 1 abate or 
abandon liner claim. The Imperial Gov- 
ernment was neither blind t>> the evils 
of wihi<<h the Newfoundlanders complain- 
ed nor neglectful of efforts to secure 
for tliom. ,the relief they sought. But 
until now all these efforts have been 
an vain. Insisting on its own iirtcrpro- 
tation of the rights conferred on France 
iby the Treaty of Utrecht, the French 
Government refused to accede to the re- 
quest of the British Government. In- 
•' <'Jee-d\ to lhavc done so' would have been 
a very 'Unpopular act in France, ns 
.the JTrencih people have attached an 
' undue ™iue to the 'Newfoundland cod 
fituieiries as an excellent training place 
for a-ccruits for tlie Navy, while in addi- 
tion to the value of the fishery itself, 
tlrcre (has been a considerable trade 
carried on by smugglers who 'had their 
rendezvous in the French settlement. 
Tw give up their '(daims to the occu- 
pancy of tlie shore would' have been re- 
jjanxled liy the Frcndi .as a surrender 
to Great Britain, and at no tintta since 
the fall of the Tlilrd Empire ihave the 
relatione between the two countries 
liecn so friendly as to nmUe sucIl an 
net possible.

.torial eoni'pensation in some other part 
of the world. 

But the cordial relations now happily 
established between the two countries— 
due in aio small degree to the tact and 
delicate diplomacy of King Edward—

(governments to reach a settlement of 
the miatteaH in controversy between 
tihenr. Among these questions 1h.1t 
the Fremfll Shore in Xewfoundhml was 
one of the most vexed and irritat'ng, 
and it is certainly n matter for con- 
gratulation on both sides that a settle- 
ment df it has been reached'. By tliw 
arrangement, it is understood', that 
France relinquishes any claim t.> torri- 
tcilal rights on tlie shore, but will stili 
retain her right to fish offshore. Ti.is 
latter will not he objected to by the 
pcopJo of Newfoundland. 'JTlie Govern- 
ment will now be able to enforce law 
and order along the shore, and one of 
the most dilli cult questions Iva-s been 
disposed of. It is 'hinted that, in oon- 
sj.'.e:rat'ion of the retirement of France 
from the position she hail taken upon 
(Ulnis question, she will be given, .'is far 
-as Great Britain is eonccained', a free 
hand in Northwest Africa. Although 
not a colonizing nation like her neigh- 
.birr across the English Channel, tilierc is 
a feeling in France that the preserva- 
tion of 'her Colonics in that part of 
the world is a solemn obligation on 
the French Government and people. It 
is quite apparent that the ruler of 
Morocco is not able to 'maintain order 
throughout the country, which is rctro- 
tgradlng instead of advancing in wealth 
ami population as ils natural (resources 
should bring about if they were devel- 
oped wisely and energetically. Such . ex- 
tension of French inlluence in that part 
of the world win not affect the Inter- 
ests of Great Britain or Wrose of Spain. 
It is understood that France agree* 
not to erect fortifications opposite to 
G'MiraMar. 

The settlenieat of fluse. differences of 
such long standing indicates that the 
war in the Far East between .Russia 
and la-pan lias not so far interfered 
with toe friendly relations of the two 
IWirx who are the respective allies of 
the belligerents.

THE G. T. P. CONTRACT. 

The Grand Trunk rncific contract 
with the Government, and the manner 
in which it is carried out in the construc- 
tion of the line, are matters of such 
great interest to the people of British 
Columbia and especially to those of the 
Coast districts, that the subject must 
be kept before both the Government and 
the Parliament, in the hope that our 
legitimate demands may he nceeedod to. 
When the project was first suggested 
and feelers were thrown out to see how 
far the scheme received the favoring 
breezes of popular approval, it was stat- 
ed that the road would run considerably 
north of Winnipeg and that a branch 
would be built southward from the 
main line to connect tho Prairie City 
with the new transcontinental line. The 
northern route is. the one recommended 
for many years by Sir Sandford Flem- 
ing, and it has many things to recom- 
mend it in preference to the route now 
decided on. lint the people of Winni- 
peg insisted that the main line and not 
a branch should connect their city with 
the new railway and for party and po- 
litical reasons the Government had to 
make the change in the route. The al- 
teration is certainly not in the interest 
of either the Dominion or any of the 
provinces. The line will not go through 
such a good country as that on the more 
northerly route; It: will be as close to 
the boundary as the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and therefore, defective from 
a strategical point of view. X/astly, it 
will entail the loss of nearly a day in 
the through passage from Yokohama to 
'London— a not unimportant considera- 
tion in certain possible contingencies. 
Hut the Winnipegers prevailed and the 
original scheme was amended and east 
in the shape that it was presented to tlie 
•Legislature. 

Important as the change in the route 
is, both from Federal and Provincial 
standpoints, and valuable only to Win- 
nipeg, there has never been a whisper 
or a suggestion that Winnipeg, or rather 
'Manitoba should eoiitri'njitc to the addi- 
tional expense incurred by the change 
in thi> route, li was recognized that 
(he road is a national enterprise and 
that there should not be any provincial 
or sectional jealousy over any detail or

"us effects of tobacco is involved 
confusion because of tho great com- 
plexity of tho products of the incom- 
plete combustion of tobacco.

To begin with, he points out that the 
amount of nicotine in tobacco is very 
small— in mild tobacco rarely over one 
per cent. It occurs as an organic salt, 
which probably breaks np on combus- 
iving a volatile product. It is 
loubtful, however, whether mure than 
one-seventh of the nicotine hi tobacco 
ever so much as readies the lips of the 
smoker. 

On the other hand, ordinary tobacco 
snioko contains many compounds, 
which occur in far larger quantities 
than nicotine possibly can, and of 
which some are undoubtedly poisons. 
One ounce of tobacco smoked in 'the 
form of a cigarette, gives, for example, 
oue-iifth of a pint ot pure carbon mo- 
noxide gas, and probably more -when 
smoked in pipe.s or cigars.

.strategic point of view, said the iui- 
iiortauee of gaining a position on the 
I'acilic had been recognized for many 
ages. The Americans were singularly 
unfortunate in the mutter o£ harbors 
mi the Pacific coast, while l he whole 
\if British Columbia was absolutely lull 
•of "nod harbors. 

If there was a flaw in our strategic 
{position it was that we had no harbor 
from Ctjtpb Horn to British Columbia. 
It was possible for 'Britain to land 
troops in China by the C. P. R. in half 
the time it could be done via the (Suez 
or the Cape. If British Cofumli.a' had 
Iboeil given ' to the United States we 
■would have bad no base whence to dom- 
inate the Northern Pacific and no ter- 
minus for a railway to counteract the 
Siberian line. 

He spoke of the indifference to 
Japan to sea power until the bombard- 
ment of her ports in 1804. .He said that 
Seward's remark in lSti.". that "The Pa- 
cific ocean, its coasts and islands, are 
destined to be the great theatre in the 
world's affairs." and Napoleon's theory, 
that the fture would be with America 
sine! Asia, had been verified. 

(Lord Koberts .spoke of the Siberian 1 
railway. (1,000 miles long, in direct com-| 
aiimiication with St. 'Petersburg and the 
[Pacific. France, Germany. Britain and 
Australia were grouped in the name 
region. Australia, one hundred years 
■ago, was also waste. Now it is the mostj 
iltourisuing continent in Eastern waters. 

r it British Columbia, Alaska and Cal- 
ifornia the same extraordinary develop- 
ment had been witnessed, showing the 
great importance of the (Pacific coast 
which was connected by nine railway 
lines with the Atlantic and a tenth was 
under consideration. Important as these 
•railways are strategically, they .will be 
surpassed by the Panama canal. 

The Morning {Post referring to the 
lecture says: '-If Canada, New Zea- 
land and Australia cultivate naval pow- 
er, appreciating the importance of the 
concentration of force in oae centre 
■Of gravity, they will greatly prolong the 
Va^l possibilities of joint action in Brit- 
ain and the United States." The Post 
.agrees with Lord Roberts that the in- 
ternational centre of gravity has shifted 
lo the i'acilic.

OW many lives «lo you think 
tlie Indian whisky nimnil'ae- 
turors at Victoria destroyed 
directly or iiidirectlv by their 
trafile?" I was asked the other day: 1 
replied Hint the number would be ditli- 
cult to estimate; but when I nay that 
tin; western and southern shores- of the 
Jiarbor as Jar as Mr. \<\ S.. Barnard's 
resilience on the one sid6 and as far as 
the ens works on the other were thickly 
populated by member's of the northern 
tribes who hail moved to Victoria for 

< unercial purposes and that the Song- 

5sh village which now contains oulv 
some 70 natives of all ages and both 
.<cxcs numbered at the very least 4,000 
.souls, some idea of the terrible inroads 
that were made upon the tribes may 
lie conceived. A rough census, taken in 
lSou, gave a native population in and 
about Victoria of S,."(M). In .inly. 1858, 
The Sourish tribe -were visited 'by the 
lllaekah tribe who inhabited the coun- 
try in the vicinity of Neah Bay, "Wash- 
ington territory. The visiting war- 
canoes numbered 210. with an 
average of twelve Indians to a canoe. 
The Maekah tribe, in common with the 
ISongish and all other tribes along the 
Island and Mainland coasts, have nearly 
aii disappeared. Of the great Hydahs, 
the Tsimpseans, the Bella Bellas, the 
Bella Coolas, the Nootkns, the C'layo- 
quote, the Stiekeens, and the Cbilcnts 
only miserable remnants are to be found. 
The Hudson Bay Company's records 
show that both coasts we're studded here 
and there with thickly populated vil- 
lages. Previous to iSliS there must have 
been 150,000 Indians on the Island and 
Mainland coasts. Twelve years af- 
terwards the number throughout the en- 
tire province was computed at 140,000. 
IHow many of this smaller number now 
exist 1 do not know; hat 1 venture in 
say that between 1858 and 1S70 at least 
-100,000 natives perished directly from 
the use of alcoholic stimulants supplied 
'.hem by illicit vendors. It is a bold 
statement to make; but I feel confident 
that 1 am under rather than over the 
mark. What an appalling rcccrd the 
manufacturers en 1. their agents and abet- 
tors have faced in the other world — for 
they are all dead and, .with their victims 
have been judged. For lucre they pois- 
oned a vast army of their fellow beings. 
It was just such men our Saviour had 
in his eye when he put the great nnes- 
tion to the listening Jews: "'What Shall 
It Profit a Man if He Cain the Whole 
World Yet Lose His Own Soul?" An 
ocean of penitent tears would not quench 
the Rames of hell to- which they are 
condemned, that i.s presuming there is a 
physical hell. If my readers imagine 
that the Indians -were the only suffercrii 
from the effects of the -whisky trade, 
the brief story I am about to relate -will 
undeceive them. 

' In the month of December, 1S0S, there 
saijed into the harbor of Port Discovery, 
■Washington territory, a handsome Eng- 
lish bark named the John Bright, in 
honor of one of Britain's greatest states- 
men and orators. The captain, who was 
named Burgess, was part owner, and on 
Ibonrd were his pretty young wife and 
baby boy and an English nurse-maid, on 
whose cheeks the "rosies and posies" of 
her native land bloomed. The vessel was 
a long time in loading, the facilities for 
quick dispatch being poor. While the 
bark was taking in her cargo the cap- 
lain and his wife became well acquainted 
on shore and through their geniality and 
hospitality soon grew to be general fav- 
orites. The nurse-maid was about sev- 
enteen. Her name was Beatrice Holdeu. 
■She had the lovely English complexion, 
bright blue eyes and long hair of tawny 
hue. Pretty girls were scarce on the 
•Sound at that time and when the day 
came for the bark to go to sea this 



particular girl received no less than 
three offers of marriage. She declined 
all with merry laughter, remarking that 
siie intended to live and die an old maid; 
but should she change her mind she 
would only marry an Englishman. The 
vessel sailed away and passed out of 
the straits into the open sea early in 
tin.' month of .March, 1SG0, She 'was 
•bound for Australia. The weather was 
'boisterous and the bark was unable to 
keep off shore. After a gallant struggle 
she was "cast away on the Island coast 
at a point about fourteen miles north 
of Clayoqtiot Sound. 

Captain Christcnson (now' one of the 
Xanaimo pilots) commanded at that 
time the trading schooner Surprise, own- 
ed by William Spring. The schooner 
was making one of her customary voy- 
ages at the time and word reaching 
the Captain that a vessel had gone 
ashore he sailed at once for the scene 
of the wreck. He was some days in 
getting to the spot anil by that time 
the wreck was complete, the vessel lying 
broadside on the shore and the sen nank- 
in- a clean breach over her. The 
IGaptain saw the chiefs of the tribe and 
they told him that till bands were lost 
in the surf. They showed him the re- 
mains of a woman (the captain's wife) 
with long black hair lying on the beach 
and ■•Captain Christcnson ' buried the 
body. He searched but found no other 
remains. From some word, a native let 
fall ami from the evasive answers of 
'the Indians generally Captain Christcn- 
son suspected that there had been foul 
play, die wrote at once to Captain 
Spring at Victoria telling him of the 
wreck and adding that, he believed 
seme of the ship's company got ashore 
alive and that, they had been either 
murdered by the Indians or were held 
in captivity at some place well back 
from the shore. Mr. Seymour, who 
was then Governor, was told of the 
Captain's suspicions and was asked to 
send a war vessel to the scene. He 
declined to .act, expressing the belief 
that ail hands had perished. Three 
weeks passed and nothing was done. 
Captain Christcnson could not rest easy, 
and despairing of government assistance 
and at great personal risk he again 
visited the scene of the wreck. He 
walked along the shore — the very shore 
over which he hail walked three weeks 
before— and to his horror he discovered 
other bodies of white men lying above 
high-water mark. The remains had been 
frightfully mangled. In every case the 
head was missing, having been cut off 
the preclude the possibility of identitlca- 
tion. In some instances an arm or leg 
was missing. The fast-decaying bodies 
had been stripped of all clothing ami 
no trace was ever found of the baby. 
The Captain again wrote or came him- 
self to Victoria. I forget, which, and 
the facts were laid before the Governor, 
whose dilatory course must have caused 
the massacre." II. M. S. fivparrowliaw);. 
Captain Mist, then lyiag in Esquitnnlt 
harbor, was directed to proceed to the 
coast. On board were A ttnriioy-flrirrul 
Crease. Stipendiary Magistrate Pemher- 
ton. our old acquaintance John George 
Taylor and several other constables, Cap- 
tain Chriitenson and a force of twenty- 
live marines. 

The party lauded at the nearest safe 
harbor to the scene of wreck and the 
shore was searched. Nine dead bodies 
were found, decapitated and mangled in 
the manner I have stated. It was shown 
afterwards t lint the captain hail been 
shot through the back while in the act 
of running away in the vain hope of 
escaping from the cruel savages who 
hail proved themselves to be less merci- 
ful than the wild waves. The other 
Prisoners were thrown down aiel their 
heads removed while they piteously beg- 
ged for mercy! 

The natives were questioned and tit 



first denied all knowledge of how tl 
bodies came there. Hut when confront- 
ed with Christenson's evidence they con- 
fessed that f'e entire ship's company 
got safely iio.*3rV. The Indians were 
drunk and in a dangerous mood. The 
captain's wife and one seaman wore 
•killed the first day. The pretty English 
maid was delivered uji to the young 
nien of the tribe who dragged her into 
the bush. Her cries filled the air for 
-hours and when she was seen again 
by one of tlie native witnesses some 
hours later the poor girl was dead and 
her head had disappeared! Her bodv 
was not found by the officers although 
a diligent search was instituted for her 
sad fate appealed to the hearts of the 
officials and stirred their indignation anil 
they desired to give her remains a Chris- 
tian burial. The witnesses further dis- 
closed the fact that the captain and the 
rest,. of the survivors were secreted in 
the bush and were alive and within a 
few hundred yards of Christcnson when 
he first reached the scene. They saw 
'him. too. and W"re threatened with in- 
stant death if they dared to make an 
•outcry. After Christenson's departure 
the tribe waited several days, fearing 
the warships would come and they liesi 
tated to murder the survivors. At last 
the savages pretended they had secured 
passage for tlie men on a liquor schoon- 
er that had just discharged her cargo 
and was sailing fur Victoria. They hired 
the noor peoph to the shore where they 
were cruelly massacred and their bodies 
left where they fell. 

Several Indians were seiz"d and 
lirought to Victoria. They were tried 
before Chief Justice N'eedhnm and two 
of the number wen:- convicted. The 
culprits were^ken to Cue scene of their 
crime i.u the Suarrowlruvk and in C a 
presence of the whole tribe wi re hanged. 
The scaffold was left standing as a 
warning to other evil-disposed Indians 
who might be inclined to ill-treat other 
'•lews that should he cast on their 
shore. 

The I'sson proved salutary. A year 
or two later the bark Edwin, owned and 
commanded by Captain S. Hughes, drop- 
ped anchor in Itoyal Bonds. The can- 
tain had his wife and two bright little 
hoye, aged seven and nine years. oil 
'board. Accompnp'ed by his wife and 
Children Captain Hughes came ashore 
at Victoria and did sonic 
the evening he set sail 
<with a cargo of lumber 
later the bark encountered a severe gale. 
The sails split as if made of paper and 
soon the vessel was being swept towards 
the ro.-ky shor?. Every effort was nrob' 
to keep her off; but in vain. She 
struck nearly in the identical spot where 
the John Bright laid her hone's. Mrs. 
Hughes, the two children and two sen- 
men were sweat overboard and drowned 
almost immediately. Captain Hughes 
and the remainder of the crew managed 
to reach the shore, landing almost at 
the font of the scaffold on which '.be 
murderers were hanged. Tlie Indians 
received them with kindness and hos- 
pitality and showered favors upon the 
men. To those who had no clothes they 
contributed from their own scanty store. 
•Captain Christensou brought the ship- 
wecked men to Victoria in the Sur- 
1 1 ise. Captain Hughes landed on the 
Hudson Bay Company's wharf without 
a psnny in his pockets or an aeqitaint-

It did not take many minutes for the 
Information to pass from mouth to 
mouth that the nvin Who had saved the 
life of one of Victoria's best known 
citizens was in need of assistance and 
the best that could bo had was not 
deemed ton good for CapHin Hughes, 
lie became a resident of Victoria some 
years later and married again here. lie 
d'"il in Oakland. California. Captain 
Sayward died in this city hist vear and 
his remains were taken to California 
for interment. 

It is worthy of remark that never 
since the lessen taught the tr'bcs oil 
the West Coast have shipwrecked people 
lean ino'cstcd. i'i inet, il .• natives have 
been ever foremost in saving life and 
in siime Instances have rescued and 
brought crews to Victoria. 

Tlie Sparrowhowk remained on the 
p-tation several years an I. if I mistake 
nut. was sold out of the navy when las! 
here, in INTO Governor Seymour, who 
was very ill. was ordered to take « 
sea voyage and tic Sparrowhawk was 
selected for the purpose. He embarkcil 
with Sir Joseph Trutch and SCVOl'i'J 
otlu r officials. The ship went direct to 
Bella Goola. The Governor was con- 
fined to his room all the way up the 
coast and showed signs of slight mental 
aberration. His hodyeervnnt was nam- 
ed Colston and the night on which the 
Sparrowhawk arrived at llella Coola be 
was left (oi duty ia the Governor's room 
with instructions to give him a table- 
spoonful of a certain medicine contained 
in a quart bottle every hour. In the dead 
hours of the night Colston dozed ami 
dreamed that he was derelict in a small 
"ooat without sail or oar. The water 
lapned the side of the boat and tossed 
it from billow to billow, lie was hun- 
gered and athirst for be had been a bur,' 
time afloat. Mechanically be reached 
out Ins hand "> grasp the bottle that 
contained the Governor's medicine. It 
was not there and his hand swept an 
enyity shelf!

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IV.— "ROBTX AHA IK." 

ROBIN A DAI It is- one of tlie r> 
heroes of popular song. Nearly 
a century and a half ago there 
was living in (Dublin an impulsive 
young Irishman called Itobert Adair. 
He was studying fur the medical pro- 
fession, and, like a good many medical 
students of the present day, he had got 
into some scrnjpe, which obliged him (•• 
quit the Irish capital. Arriving at 
Holyhead, he found that his purse was 
jmt equal to a journey by coach to Lon- 
don, whither he resolved to go, so he 
manfully set out to walk to the metropo- 
lis, Xho roads of those days were any- 
thing but pleasant for traveling; an.! 
Adair had not proceeded far on his 
way when he came upon a carriage th.it 
Jiad been overturned. The occupant 
proved tu be a well-known lady of fash- 
ion; and we read that, besides being 
greatly alarmed at. the accident, she 
had received some slight ipersonul in- 
jury. Here was a romantic situation, 
surely! 

•Adair, like a true Irishman-— so the 
story goes- at once offered his services, 
and in very short space of time bad 
the carriage' righted and the lady attend- 
ed to. Adair was a really handsome and 
a ri> 1 1. era tic-looking follow, notwithstand- 
ing that his dress might have been of 
tiiner texture and in better condition; 
and with ready frankness he soon ex- 
plained that he was :i surgeon, and beg- 
ged permission to examine the extent 
ol tile discomfited lady's injuries. An 
examination soon shewed that they were 
i>f merely a trilling order— that, in short, 
the nerves were more upset than the body 
hurt. At the time of the accident tlie 
lady was journeying toward the metropo- 
lis; and, learning that her benefactor 
was also traveling thither, she naturally 
invited him to take a seat in her carriage. 
This is the sort of situation flint the 
novelists are fond of creating. Bobin 
Adair found it ready-made for him. 

A 1 rived in ILondO'i, the lady -hewed

Being an excellent dancer, a* 
will as a brilliant conversationalist, ho 
was frequently invited to dances given by 
tlie Jady; and one night Lady Caroline 
Kejipel, the second daughter of the Mar! 
flf Albemarle, was his partner, It was 
a case of love at first sight, says the 
chronicler Whose narrative I am follow- 
ing: and l.ady Caroline'^ attachment 
wa-< US sincere as it was sudden. They 
were th? observed of all the guesis, and 
hi r relatives .were in despair. 

The couple met again and Again, and 
their nffet'tloil soon ripened Into an in- 
tense passion. The lady's kinsfolk were 
stupefied with nmazernent. Were they 
to allow an unknown Irishman to carry 
off the- flower of their flock, the beauti- 
ful Caroline'.'

Tin; daughters of the house ore lost in 
the crowd, and "Tom," "Dick" a.ad 
"Harry" wonder why they troubled to 
struggle with studs, stiff shirts-, an] 
dress clothes, to be bandied about like 
hotel waiters! 

Then the time comes when the girl* 
hear Hint the same "Tom." "Dick" and 
"Harry" are going abroad — sheep-farm- 
ing, to a government post, or as a bar- 
rister or doctor in Australia or Now 
Zealand, or the Far West— and the men 
fade away like the unknown quantity 
of an unprospecled land.

I hear jI 
asked, and I repl: "Is not such a tax 
a righteous tax. both for the sake of 
tho spinster sisters and the baohehv 
brothers— for tho former, expatriated to 
a homeless life in the real senso of die 
word, in the colonics, and for the latter?, 
exposed to an aimless existence at home? 
Would not the effort of meeting the 
expense be a noble policy, cementing 
family relations and freeing the home 
of idle and useless girls? Emigration 
on such lines would be shorn of halt 
its difficulties, for is not the companion- 
ship of brother better than the chapero'u- 
ngo of a stranger? and would not a ste.i 
itavored by the sympathetic help of 
the family he taken with greater gusto 
than under the auspices of a Society.?','

1 OPEN AIR TREATMENT. 

' The effects of open-air treatment may 
'Tie briefly stated. The pulse and tem- 
perature become natural in favorable 
cases; cough is less frequent; expecto- 
ration diminishes; enpetite is regained; 
weight put 011 (sometimes 2 or .1 stones); 
-and the general appearance of well- 
being is extraordinary. 
I The statistical results are dinicult to 
arrive at. It. may be at once stated that 
a report upon a patient's coudition when 
leaving the sanatorium may be quite 
fallacious; it is necessary to know what 
is the (patient's capacity for work, a 
year or two hence. Speaking generally, 
it may be said that in nearly all tho 
cases treated in quite tlie early stage, 
arrest of the disease takes place. In 
those somewhat more advanced (con- 
solidation) about one-half to two-thirds 
are much improved, and able to resume 
work. In the advanced cases, though 
there may be temporary improvement 
luring residence in a sanatorium, the 
lie within a few months of 
leaving if. Hence tlie supreme import- 
ance of securing the cases in their very 
earliest stage. Young, unmarried men 
nre the most favorably situated, as they 
have no responsibilities, and can change 
their occupation if necessary, whereas 
married women with families are least 
likely to be .permanently restored, on 
account of the obligation to return tl 
their-; old conidtious of life in a crowded 
cottage home. 

The prevention of tlie spread of con- 
sumption is of the first import mice. 
•During the night, the spit must he re- 
ceived into cups, containing a disin- 
fectant, and during the day pock' t. 
flasks must be used. No form of hand- 
kerchief should lie used which cannot 
bo burnt. The contents of cups and 
flasks must be poured down a drain, or 
burnt, which is even better. Thero 
should be no kissing between the con- 
sumptive and the healthy, and no con- 
sumptive mother must nurse her baby. 

'-Amongs more general measure- 1 , spit- 
ting should be strictly prohibited iu 
public buildings railway carriages, omni- 
buses, evc.j and even in the streets. In- 
sanitary areas should lie cleared away

The meat and milk supply pquiuu un- 
well looked after, care being taken to 
cook- meat thoroughly, and to boil or 
sterilize milk, where there is the slightest 
suspicion. 

Voluntary notification of consumption 
has done much good, where it has been 
tried, giving valuable information ns to 
the conditions under which (be di-"aso 
is found, and securing efficient disin- 
fection of contaminated houses by tlie 
local authority. 

SOME SANATORIA. 

It is only within recent years that 
public opinion hns hign thoroughly 
aroused in this country as to th'e im- 
portance of providing sanatoria for 
open-air trcntmen'. At the present time, 
in addition to some 50 sanatoria for pay- 
ing patients, there is a widespread 
movement in favor of providing similar 
institutions for the poor, and such pro- 
vision has been made in connection iv'th 
some of the large cities (-London, Livrr- 
fiool. 'Manchester nnd Leeds) as also 
in several counties, Westmorland, Dur- 
ham, Nottinghamshire and Worcester- 
shire. The Victoria HofpUnl, Crai;:- 
lejtll. Edinburgh, under Dr. Philip's 
auspices, was the first instituti-n to 
deal, upon any extensive scale, with the 
poor in Oreat Britain, an example rap- 
idly followed by the oth<-r districts in n- 
tio'ned. Ml-iny other counties, separately 
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or in combination, are making preuara- 
tions to carry out the same good work. 
Anyone wishing for information upon 
tho numerous sanatoria iu Great Britain 
and Ireland and also 011 the Continent, 
will find full details in 'Dr. It. F. Wal- 
ters' book on "Sanatoria." 

There is still much to be done in the 
way of providing "Homes" for advanced 
cases among tlie consumptive poor; they 
are the most infectious cases, and their 
isolation 13 of the first importance; if 
they wish -to prevent the Spread of the 
disease. If, thirdly, some provision 
could be made iu tho shnpe of colonies 
for tho convalescent consumptives, as 
they leave the sanatorium, in order to 
thoroughly establish their health -by en- 
gaging in light outdoor work, we might 
reasonably hope that in a short time 
consumption would be ns rare as it is 
now common. During the Victorian 
era, the mortality from the disease has 
diminished by two-thirds and still there 
is a -heavy death-Toil. Let every one, 
therefore, with influence small or great, 
take n part in the crusade against this 
fell dfseuse, and bo content' with noth- 
ing short of its extermination. 

THE BOOK OE BOOKS. 

IFrom Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

Many men of international renown 
gathered in Washington the other Sun- 
day to celebrate the centennial of a 
British publishing corporation;. All over 
tho English-speaking world, and in many 
places beyond.it, similar meetings are 
holding this week. 

These tributes to a mercantile con- 
cern—for such it is in despite its philan- 
thropic aims— are not paid because of 
the efficiency of its management, though 
that is high, nor because of the fame 
of its managers, whose names are prac- 
tically unknown. They are a recognition 
of the value to mankind of the goods 
that it makes and sells. 
This British corporation, and its 
lightly junior American ally, publishes 
but 0110 book. In that book their busi- 
is world-wide and surpasses in ex- 
tent the sales of any other book wlial- 
r. -Since their foundation the 
British and Foreign 'Bible Society and 
the American Bible Society have dis- 
tributed 250,000,000 copies or parts of 
copies, in hundreds of languages, of 
tlie Bible. 

Whatever anyone may think of the 
Bibie from any viewpoint, the fact 
stands out that it is the most Influential 
book ever known to mankind. Origin- 
ally written by the Jews,, whether in 
(Hebrew or Greek, it is their abiding 
proof of rank among the the peoples 
that produce great literature. Its trans- 
lations into English and German, ami 
to a certain extent into other languages, 
are the foundations of their modern lit- 
eratures. Its distorted reflection, iu the 
Koran is the foundation of Arabic and 
Persian literature. 

The .power of the Bible ns literature 
and ution literature is clearly seen when 
we try to think what English and Ger- 
man nnd 'French nnd 'Spanish and Ital- 
ian literature would be without it. We 
should have 110 "Paradise iLost," 110 
"Hamlet," no "Faust.' 1 We should lack 
some of the best plays of Racine and 
of Calderon, and we should have 110 
"Divine -Comedy.'' In fact,, it is almost 
impossible to conceive modern literatures 
as existing at nil without the; Bible, 
they nre so permeated with its ideas. 

Furthermore, for many peoples the 
Bible is literally tbo beginning of their 
written speech. Tribes in which lan- 
guage was entirely a thing of the perish- 
able voice — which'were without even the 
rudiments of an alphabet— have had 
their speech reduced to writing and thus 
preserved for all time that the Bible 
might be set before them as a counselor 
and consoler. 

Furthermore, only the religions di- 
rectly or indirectly derived from the 
Bible— Judaism, Christianity and Mo- 
hammedanism— nre really growing. Oth- 
ers are decaying or merely holding their 
own. And if the Jews shall again be- 
come a nation ia the full sense It will 
be because through all -their trials and 
sufferings as a people they have clung 
to the Hebrew part of tlie Bible. 

Yet again, those nations which have 
grown most solidly— which display a 
combination of strength and progress 
such as do no others— the English-speak- 
ing and the (lermau-Scandinaviuii — are 
precisely those among whose people 
knowledge of the Bible is a most widely 
diffused personal possession. 

'In literature, in religion; in politics 
and government, the Bible is indeed tho 
foimdatiou of eivilizatioir. The sublime 
figure in wfrosp person its teachings 
culminate is increasingly the ideal of 
men who seek after righteousness. 

The Bible is literally the Book of 
•Books—the First of Books— to all men 
who know it, and is evidently destined 
to become such to nil the human race.

l">r. Warden of the Presbyterian Church 
Hopeful of Organic Union. 

"Should Presbyterians, Methodists and 
ConfrregntionnlistH or Canada unite to 
form one church V" That is the subject 
of an informal conference of representa- 
tive ministers and laymen of those 
churches held in Toronto the other day. 

The answer to the question, according 
to the sentiment and resolution of the 
conference. wan alllrmntivc, and the 
question of the organic union of those 
three denominations will in consequence 
be raised in the most formal way and 
with practical ends in view. Tlie'mein- 
hors of the conference were enh-rtnincd 
at luncheon at noon by .Mr. J. i\V Fin- 
velle, after which the Rev. Ur. Car- 
man. L'oaernl superintendent of the 
Methodist church, was called to the 
chair; Dr. Carman explained that this 
conference was both informal and unof- 
ficial, He reviewed the history "f tlie 
present movement, touching upon the 
efforts in the direction of union previ- 
ously made, and the action of ithe hint 
General Conference of the Methodist 
church at Winnipeg, in approving of an 
effort looking to the co-operation and 
organic union ™f the Methodists, I'resbv- 
terians and Congrecationalists along the 
same line. Committees had been un- 
pointed to correspond and confer on the 
onestion of nucli union nnd to report to 
their respective church courts. 

Dr. Warden, convener of the -Presby- 
terian home mission committee, told of 
co-operation in home mission work, and 
was even more hopeful of organic union 
than was Dr. Carman. 

Dr. -Sutherland, missionary secretary 
■of the Methodist church, corroborated 
■Dr. Warden's 'testimony as- to the good 
effects of action last year, looking to 
c-o-oporation iu Western Canada. 

.Mr. OlHoro, president of the Congre- 
gational Union, made a .similar nddr

•that rigidity of line, that mathematical 
mrecisiou Of lit which somehow always 
presents itself to the imagination 
when one thinks of the tailor-made; 
and mne.li to the contrary in their 
.place appears all of the little arts and 
.■rafts which were used to associate 
rather with the garments turned out by 
the dressmaker. . . 

Xiittle frille and furbelows, shirnngs, 
puffings, the ubiquitous bou^llunee, sott 
Jlobliv blouses and full flowing skirts 
are what Parisian tailors are showing 
as their handiwork this spring, says the 
correspondent of the Montreal Star. In 
'almost every instance tne shoulder 
■portion of .the eo.at is so manipulated 
that the seam is omitted; and in the 
rare cases where it is resorted to vari- 
ous are the devices employed to con- 
ceal that fact. Everything that can 
jflbssibly broaden and lengthen the 
shoulder is done, and the result is that 
(he waistline has taken to itself a slcn- 
ulerhess of appearance, if not of real- 
ity, to which it lias for some time been 
a stranger. 

While the arbiters of fashion declare 
that there Is no intention whatsoever 
on their part to revive- the one time 
much admired hour-glnss style of fig- 
ure, one cannot help suspecting that it 
Is hovering somewhere near, and await- 
ing only a suitable opportunity to chow 
itself. The lines and outlines of the 
present fashions liiut at it 'dimly and 

,. Oil the other hand, however, the wo- 
men of fashion, those who really and 
truly lend the styles, are unanimous 
in declaring that tho straight front 
corset now in yogue is such a healthful, 
graceful ' dnd altogether comfortable 
adjunct that the possibility of its ever 
being- discarded for anything at all 
approaching ' its predecessors is simply 
nonsense. For onee, style and com- 
fort have gone hand in hand, and so 
cleverly is the corset of the present day 
constructed that the increased width 
of the waistcoat is not at all. appar- 
cnt - i 

And. since wo pre speaking of cor- 
sets, it were as well to mention hero 
that 'all of the new gowns must be so 
fashioned that the corsage will be worn 
over .. tlio . skirtband. This eliiejlv be- 
cause the fashionable figure demands 
a considerable dip below the waistline. 
This cannot be correctly attained by 
other measures than a perfectly fitted 
waistlining, correctly featherboned to 
the figure, and cut with a marked 
point i» the front. The back should 
extend not more than a single inch 
below the waistline, and the slope 
should begin from the side scams ami 



drop rather sharply in the front. One 
can readily see where the loug-iwaisted 
effect upon which fashion beams this 
season cannot be attained when the 
skirt is worn over the corsage. 

The slender, sloping hip, maintains 
its hold ill all of the new designs; and 
indeed, when one considers the extra 
bulk of material which is being put in- 
to the new skirls, one readily recog- 
nizes the imperative need for this 
style. While the close, snug fit of 
skirts over the iiips is insisted upon 
still, there must be a fiufflcieutly mark- 
ed curve to that portion of the figure 
to secure the best, effect. 

However, to return to the spring 
tailor-mades. The short coat reigus 
supreme, whether it be expressed in tho 
faniUjar Eton, belted blouse, or in the 
tiglvt' or semi-fitting cont, which 
efnncs just over the curve of the hip. 
They are one and all about in equal 
favor. The long coats, those in half 
and three-quarter length, which were 
such a feature of the fashions one 
short year ago, have run themselves 
out completely.

but care must he exercised to see fiat 
tho width of the haircloth is propor- ' 
tionnte to the figure of tht wearer. 
As- a -'noted Parisian tailor said in a 
newspaper interview the other day! 
"Go whs ' must be cut uot only with 
shears, but with gumption as well;" 
and the smart girl who plans, and per- 
haps even makes, many of her own 
clothes, will do well to study out for 
herself the law of proportion and the 
eternal litness of things. 

With the broadening and spreading 
lines which characterize the gowns 
the millinery lines have taken to them- 
selves a narrowness and contraction 
which is. when one solves the problem, 
admirable. The girl of average or 
medium size, as well as the girl who 
cannot boast of even this number of 
inches, can hardly afford to wear n 
large and spreading hat with one of 
the new gowns. This would give the

The same mixture makes a good filling 
for th' punchbowl, in which case a halt- 
pint of Maraschino cherries, chips of 
orange peel, or a few slices of red ba- 
nanas or Muscatel grapes cut in halves 
makes an improvement. 

Gorman Loaves— 1 'nt one-quarter of a 
pound of sifted flour in a bowl. Dis- 
solve one ounce of yeast in a gill of 
luko-warin milk. 'Mix with the flour anl 
leave' it in a warm place to rise. Work 
a quarter of a pound of butler into the 
remainder of the flour with a tcaspoon- 
f nl of sugar, and a gOOd;*big saltspoon- 
ful of salt. Knead the two together, 
adding warm milk to form a soft paste. 
Leave it to rise for three hours, Divide 
the dough into two-ounce portions. Make 
each portion into a little round cake. 
Placo them in a baking-pan, brush over 
with egg and leave' them to rise for 
another twenty minutes or so; then 
again brush over with egg. Lake in a 
quick oven and set on a sieve to cook. 

Coffee Layer Cake— Take two ounces 
each of sugar, flour, butter and ground 
rice. Work the sugar and butter to- 
gether and add two beaten eggs. Mis 
a teaspoonful of baking powder into 
the Hour and ground rice. Add the 
eggs to the butter and sugar and beat 
thoroughly; by degrees add tlio flour 
and haki,iig powder. Add sufficient cof- 
fee to color and llavor delicately the 
cake. Bake in two shallow tins or 
plates. For the icing take six ounces 

if icing sugar, a tabiesp iflll of black 

coffee and a tablespoonful of water. Mix 
ail the ingredients warm in a sauce- 
pan. 'I'm a layer of this on one cake, 
gently press on the other and cover al! 
lidO , with the icing. 

For the Sponge Layer Cukc--Whip up 
two eggs with a quarter of a can of 
sugar; then stir in half a cup of thin 
cream. In another bowj sift one -and a. 
half cups of pastry flour and two tea- 
spoonfuls { baking powder into the 
egg, sugar and cream. Lake this cake 
in two layer tins in a rather quick 
oven, 

To make fhe whipped cream filling 
stir in a scant tablespoonful of English 
gelatine into two scant (a'blespoonfuls oC 
cold water and let it stand for two 
hours. Whip half a pint of Well cream 
to a very stiff froth and lightly fold in 
a quarter of a cup of powdered sugai 
and a half tenspuonful of vanilla ex- 
tract. The cream may be whipped be- 
fore the cake is made and placed in the 
ice chest on a sieve, fitted in a hovt}, 
to drip, The thin part of -the cream 
that will not remain firm but drips 
through I he sieve, can be ji«e'd in tlio 
cake. When the gelatine has stood two 
hours melt it by putting it into a howl, 
set in a pan of boiling water for a fpiw 
seconds, and then whip it into the cream. 
Cover one laver of cake with the stif- 
fened whipped cream and lay the other 
over it, covering the top with powdered 
sugar. If more layers are wanted split 
the two in half and spread the whipped 
cream between them. 

Ping-Peng Caramels-- Make a syrup of 
one cupful of milk or cream, l'/i cupfuls 
of molasses and one-third cupful of but- 
ter. ,Boil until its solus l( hair. Then 
add a few drops or vanilla aid D/i CUP" 
fills of English walnut or pecan wonts. 
Turn en to buttered pans, and when cool 
mark it into squares. When, the candy
